Gettysburg’* schools opened 
for 
the 1946-47 term this morning with 
1,444 student* reporting to the four 
public and one parochial schools in 
the borough. 
There were 269 students present 
for the opening of classes at St. 
Francis Xavier Catholic school, 202 
at Meade school, 207 at High Street 
school and 214 at the lincoln school. 
The high school had 562 students, 
and expected more when some now 
111 are able to start classes. 
The total at the high school was 
still less than the high of 660 of 
1941 although 
the 
number 
was 
slightly larger than at the beginning 
of last year. 
A surprise was waiting for school 
officials at the high 
school this 
morning with Hamiltonban town­ 
ship sending a busload of students 
to matriculate at the school. Prof. 
Guile W. Lefever, principal of the 
local high school, said however that 
there was no difficulty in fitting the 
Hamiltonban students into the local 
system upon their arrival, although 
it was unexpected.

BIG PROBLEM

tion, being what it is lose* the head- j 
lines to things like price control 
and foreign affairs 
But, with schools bulging from a 
record 
number of 
students, 
the 
shortage of trained teachers is a 
real problem. 
This summer the National Educa­ 
tion Association called r meeting of 
about 300 educators—teachers and 
superintendents 
of 
education—at 
Chautauqua, N. Y. 
They met to see what could be 
done to get, more and better-trained 
people to take up teaching. 
Then they went home with various 
kinds of programs to drum up in­ 
terest in teaching among people 
now going through school. 
Whatever results they get won't 
come overnight. 
One of the basic problems In get­ 
ting more and better teachers is 
better pay tor teachers. 
Many experienced teachers left 
the schools during the war for high­ 
er-paving Jobs and now won't return 
to the classrooms. 
The U. 8. Office of Education gets 
figures on teachers* salaries from the 
states which, in turn, have to get 
them from the school districts. 
Not Getting Rich 
Because of this lag, the figures 
usually are a couple of years out of 
date when they are released. 
The last ones—for 1943-44—show 
that the average salary for grammar 
and high school teachers in this 
country w'as $1,728. 
That's an average figure. In those 
years New York paid an average of 
$2,726, but Mississippi, at the bot­ 
tom of the list, paid its grammar 
and high school an average of only 
$790 
In comparison with some other 
professions, college teachers weren’t 
getting rich either. 
Latest figures from the U. S. Office 
of 
Education—for 
1941-42—show' 
that in 52 state colleges the average 
salary of a full professor was $4,300. 
Instructors averaged $1,950.
